it. Considered with reference to immediate 
results.this policy will undoubtedly increase 
tho pecuniary progts of the combination but 
at a fearful cost to others. 
In the first 


place, consumers all over tho country will 
bo obliged to buy their coal at fictitious val- 
uations, and tbo poor, who buy in small 
quantities as they are obliged to have it,will 
suffer most of all. That will bo tho direct 
general result. The more local and concen- 
trated effect will bo tho destitution among 
these thousands of miners and those depend- 
ent upon them. They are certainly entitled 
to the most sincere sympathy iu their al- 
most inevitable distress, while tho action of 
tho companies in precipitating a condition of 
things which they could easily have averted 
deserves, on grounds of humanity and so- 
cial economy, only censure.

THE EXCESS OF WOMEN IN MASSA- 


CHUSETTS. 


The fact that thoro era moro ivomou than 


men in the state of Massachusetts is well 
enough known, but, in the opinion of the 
Boston Daily Advertiser, £tho usual explana- 
tions of the disparity are not the true ones. 
It says that tho excess of women is not to 
bo accounted for either by the emigration 
of men 
from the atate or by the alleged 


fact that Massachusetts furnishes an excep- 
tion to tb.o general rule in the matter of 
male and female births.The rule is that there 
are moro men children than women child- 
ren born into the world,and it has been sup- 
posed that in Massachusetts this rule is re- 
versed by aome occult law Or undiscovered 
circumstance. This, the Advertiser believes, 
is a mistake, and it sees in the excess of 
women a result of the large' amount of man- 
ufacturing done in the state. 
The emigra- 


tion of men to the Middle and Western 
states has its influence upon the ratio _of 
males to females, but this one cause or din- 
parity is not sufficient to account for the 
actual state of the case. 
Tho Advertiser 


finds a more active influence in tho amount 
of light work for women which the factories 
constantly afford, and says that the oxcoss 
of women is due chiefly to the incoming of 
working girls from other states, and partic- 
ularly from Maine and Vermont. This view 
is strengthened by tho fact that Maine, 
which has suffered far moro severely than 
has Massachusetts from the emigration of 
ita moil, has only 700 more women than 
men ; while in Vermont tho males outnum- 
ber the females by 839. Tlio theory is fur- 
ther sustained by a comparison of tho sta- 
tistics of factory towns with those of farm- 
ing 
communities—a 
comparison 
which 


shows that tho disparity between tho num- 
bers of the two sexes is considerably greater 
m tho cities nnd towns devoted chiefly to 
manufacturing 
industries than anywhere 


else, and

the census shows an excess of women, not 
only in tho state at forgo, but :ur,o in every 
county, which, in view of tho fact that tho 
oxceaa iu manufacturing towns must bo 
largely made up of native women, dn-.wn 
from the state's own farming communities, 
seams to show that tho state does, after all, 
constitute an exception to the general rule. 
Tho farming communities loso men lo tho 
West, but they loso women also to tho 
manufacturing towns, and yot thero remains

There aro an immense quantity of bulbs 


grown iu Holland. Largo fields aro culti- 
vated in tho vicinity of Haarlem aud other 
Dutch towns. The soil of Holland ia, ns is 
well-known, of a sandy nature, low, flat and 
subject to tho overflow of tho sen. 
Tho soil 


is formed of mud, sand and Other deposits 
of tho sea. 
In these soils tho fiuo bulbs are 


produced which aro imported so largely into 
this country. In order then to flower them 
as line nud continue their roots in tho same 
perfection, wo must imitate our neighbor's 
soil. Uix some good vegetable soil, light 
loam, sand and very old decayed dressing, 
taking particular caro that tho beds have t\ 
drainage, for tho bulbs not lo stand in 
water all tho Winter, ns is often tho case. 
How often I havo watched early in tho 
Spring for the first bloom of tho snow drop 
and crocus. For many years I havo been 
successful in growing and blooming the first 
suovr drop and crocus that shows its tiny 
head abovo the frost and snow in this city. 
Times passes swiftly on, but when I see my 
treasured flowers in Spring it gives mo sweet 
recollections of tho past.—[Cor. New Bed- 
ford Standard.
